GUNPOWDER EXPLOSION av 
, SHANGHAT.

|. The Daily News saya:-—A little before 5 o'clook 
‘p.m. on the 24th September, a serious gunpowder 
explosion ocourred on the premises of. Messrs. 
H. M, Schaltz &.Co: in Szechuon Road.» It ap- 
pears that tio coolies were ongagod in cleaning 
out a gedown and came across: somo cartridges, 
These being old samples they werd told to throw 
them away, bnt the mon thought they would 
open them, probably for the gale of their.con- 
tonts; so they ‘placed the cartridges on the 
floor of a building at the back of the premises at 
about six foot from tho door and then proowcded 
to open them. hero’ wore sixty cartridges in 
all, fifty-nino being smal! ones for a revolver; 
and the other one for a rifle. The two cooliar, 
having finished their work. squatted down on tho 
floor and. Proceeded to open tha cartridges, and 
are 
pn tha floor in a small heap. Thoy thon toolr 
d-to-apen the 
rifle cartridge, aud while they wore sa engaged, 
it exploded, The buraing ‘powder from this 
cartridgo communicated with the pile on the 
floor, the rosult being that this also wont off. 
The two coolies were dangerously hurt. One 
lost all the fingers ‘of one hand, and two of the 
other—~he was probably the man who was open- 
ing the big cartridge. Ho was also yery badly 
burnt all over the body, and is not prpoctod 
to live, Tho others ooolié is also badly burnt 
about the face and body; while the clothos of 
| both men were redaced to tinder. A third man 
who was entering the door at the moment of the 
explosion was also burnt sbout the face, aud 
slightly on.one.of his knees, part-of his clothing. 
alao boing burnt. The three injured mon wore 
taken to Shangtang Road Hospital, whore their 
wounds wore attended to, When_onr. reporter | 
visitel the Hospital at-6-p.m“Gne of the men 
was evidently rest agony,,as he was soroam- 
§ out with pain, He was the man who had 
lost bis fingors. ‘Thosecond max was lying in bod 


ing about, All threo were anvelopad in bandages 
and cotton, though the third man had only his 
face covered up. Some foreigners, hearing the 
explosion, ran in to see what was the matter, 
and whon thoy saw the wounded.

But,ia the blind agony of 
e drowning man he clung so tightly to hia 
inaster that Biemarck, helpleas,.was obliged 
to diva with ‘his burden tq loosen the hold, 
Tt-saemed both wore lost, But, soon after;

At the meeting .on Friday hast of the 
British Medical Aagucintion at Brighton, Mr. 
Victor. Horaloy,. F.R.S., Professor Super. 
intendent of the Brown Lnetitution, and 
Surgeon to the National Hospital, for the 
Paralyzed and Epileptio, in Queon Square, 
Bloomsbury, exhibited three patients, treated, 
in that hospital, whose revovery may ba 
avd to. mark the commencement of a naw 

in surgery. They ata men who’ have 
Chea sufferiig trom severe-aptleptic-fite;-and: 
in whom Mr, Horsley bas opened the ‘skull 
and bas removed diadased ‘stractuce or new 
growth from the brain itself, A similar 
operation waa reportad at the cloge of 1984.
